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2<F~We publish this morning the speech of 
the Hon. John J. Crittenden, made at Lexing- 
ton last Monday. Oae or two extract* we re- 
produce here: 

ML I wm for the war! Notwithstanding 
the Confi*c»ilou Act, notwithstanding tbe 
Emancipation Proclamation and the emanci- 
pation L»>, notwithstanding the policy of 
raising negro armies, and the talk about 
ntirro equality with white men as soldiers — 
rnd I vou d against tberu all — notwithstandirg 
their adoption, I have still advocated the 
prosecution of the war. While the rehelilou 
was before me, while* the great enemy of my 
country was before in - , I was still for the 
war, without an arm'sticc, regardless of for- 
eign intervention — lighting all the world, if 
necessary — till th-: rebellion is put down. I 
was IhMMci with the policy of the Admin 
istratluD. i thought it my duty to tell Con 
grew and the G wruiuml that we thought 
these measures were in politic and unconsti- 
tutional. But, stilt, it wis our duty to tight 
the rebellion; it was the greatest danger, and 
it wes rigbt in our faces. Our Cocsiiiutiou 
and laws might all be violated, or suspended; 
it would be of no nse to stop fca talk. After 
the war is ovi r. the poplc may, ii their wis- 
dom, correct the errors and repair Uie mis- 
chie\ and pseveat furtLer encroachments on 
the ConHttu ion and their rights. This is my 
opinl u, and I am free to expr as it, as I feel 
Ire? to express every otb«-r sentiment or con- 
viction of my mind. * * * * 

Now, it is proposed by som , in their an- 
Ccr against tbe Goverr incut, lor violating ilb 
pledge hi that resolution to which I have re- 
i< -red, to resent it — by what: By refusing to 
tight the rebellion— by refusicg to give money 
or men lor the prosecution of the war. Will 
that 'cttcr tbe matterr Will that course save 
j ok, acd save our glorious country aud Gov- 
ernment ? If ycu effer no resistance, you 
turrender !o it and lose your manhood. 

There is on? side of the position. It pre- 
sents a difficulty all admit who don't sec that 
the Administration and its party will be com- 
pelled to change their programme of the war 
as soon as the p jpu'ar branch of Congress de- 
mands it. Ol course no change w II be mide 
ut.lil it is demanded. The Administration 
will have no excuse to change, even if they de- 
sired it. without an imperative demand that 
was obliged to be hseded. 

But now look at the other side, and we give 
Mr. C.'s own account: 
In pursuance of the e principles, I voted 
the bil for enrolling the 
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of the recent deplor- 
able disaster on tbe Rappahannock will be felt, 
not only in our own country, but abroad, and 
we ought to look them boldly in the face. It 
follows quickly after the failures at Charles- 
ton and Vick6burg, and cannot fail to create a 
sentiment among the European power?, which 
look with no friendly eye to our country, that 
it is impossible to overc ome the armed forces 
of the rebels. We do cot accede to this opin- 
ion, but it Is only right for us to consider what 
effect f uch a belief will hare upon our foreign 
relations. 

Ecgland has never been a friendly nation; 
and, while she has been too timid to openly 
propose, ts France has, a mediation, yet we 
all know that she uses every effort to con- 
vince the Emperor that it is his duty to inter- 
fere. 

We have seen that previous to this, Mr. 
Minister Adams had, by a strage blunder, 
created a cause of irritation between both 
France and England and this country, and al- 
though he has made tbe best explanation he 
could under the circumstances, still the 
irritation will continue after its cause has 
been removed. 

Whi'e we do not admit that this will result 
in an immediate recognition of tbe Southern 
Confederacy as an independent nation, there 
is no doubt but it will be a great step towards 
it. It is hopeless tbat after that recognition 
we can remain at peace with those powers. 
There will be hundreds of causes of irritation 
and counter-irritation, likely to produce hos- 
tilities. 

As much cau«e, therefore, as we have to be 
offeLdcd with Great Britain, it would be fool 
isb to engage in any irritating controversy 
just at present. It is our dnty to eat humble 
pie now, reserving action for the future. 

Another ihlng is clearly certain, that our 
foreign affairs cannot sUnd another important 
defeat, and any risks ought to be avoided. 

It is time, we think, therefore, for an entire 
change in the Cabinet to be made, aud for the 
old leader to be restored to the army of the 
Potomac. He is clearly our safest man, and 
as we have said, we cannot now afford to hsz- 
ztrd anything. •

Fellow- 0NMK I desire to address y^u v«ry 
briefly on snbjects connected with our present 
national difficulties. But it will not be neces- 
sary for me to attempt to retrace the history 
of the war. It is written in the memory and 
upon the hearts of all our people. I desire 
only to present to you some general views in 
relation to it, which will enable me better to 
explain and vou better to understand the 
course which I have pursued as your repre- 
sentative for the Inst two years. During that 
wbo'e periol subjects of the deepest interest 
have engaged all minds and heart*, from the 
n^es'ide of the hnmblest citizen to the halls of 
Congress and the councll-chambors of the 
President. By a clear understanding of this 
course of your representative, you will be able 
todeteimine for yourselves the propriety of 
his views. I have endeavored to perform my 
duty with a heart faithful to yonr rights and 
your honor, but you shall be the judges of my 
success. 

I have changed no opinion that I know of 
during the varying circumstauces and in the 
fearlul necessities of this war. Men msy well 
change their opinions when circumstances 
change, as they have done so often during the 
past two years; and he is not a itlsejnan, nor 
an expedient one, who does not employ cir- 
cumstances, and guide himself by them to 
some extent, always, however, being true to 
principle. I saw the ri e of this rebellion, but 
I could hardly realize the fact that civil war 
was to come in this fearful form upon us, nor 
could you. The idea was strange to the 
American mind that treason or rebellion 
could exist against a Government so free and 
popular as ours. Who was there, we thought, 
to rebel against tbe peopl i! Iu all other rev- 
olutions it is the people who have revolted 
against the Government; but here, it would 
seem, there could be no civil war or revolt, 
unless it was against the people themselves. 
But so it wss. I did what I c uld to prevent 
it; and, if the proposition I offered had been 
accpted.I think I might say with confidence 
there would have been no war, and I should 
have had the satisfaction of believing that I 
had done something in the wiy of saving my 
country from 1 1* greatest calamity; but tbat 
hone r was not reserved for me, nor that bles:- 
Ing for my country. The compromise was 
rejected; tbe rebellion and the war followed. 
It was a rebellion without just came; 60 I 
then thought, and so I still think. The Ad- 
ministration up to that time, Mr. Lincoln 
having been inaugurated, had done nothing of 
injustice to any section, or State, or individual. 
Throughout this great land no single indi- 
vidual could be pointed out, to whom tbe 
Government had done irjustice; no man from 
whom the Government had taken property, or 
wbo-. liberties bad been encroached upon; no 
rn-^n who bad be n unjustly imprisoned. 

Upon what, th-m, was the rebellion found- 
ed? Lincoln had been elected, and with him 
come into power those who had elected him, 
principally fiom those wbo favored abolition. 
Upon this single fact they founded an appre- 
hension that the new President and new Ad- 
ministration, with tbe Congress elected, would 
use their power fur the purpose of abolishiug 
slavery and de«poilire them of their right*. 
Upon this apprehension th y set to work to 
involve their country in the certain calamities 
of this traai: war. VTmr a mere apprehen- 
sion a sufficient ground for such a proceed- 
ing? Is war, with all its calamities, io be re- 
sorted to because men apprehend some danger 
mty come upon them? There ought to be the 
most solid and c tnvincinc reason?, and a 
certainty of ac uil nr-chiif, in order to jus- 
tify 6uch a rcori u> arms. It is one of ter- 
ror and desolation, of vice and crime of every 
sort; and belore a resort to such a remedy 
they ought to know that danger was pooitivuly 
certain acd the remedy sure. Apprehension 
A It was simply the appre 
heneion tbat Congress might, in ihe course of 
its legislative action, abolish the institution of 
slavey. What ground was there for such au 
apprehension? They could only imagine 
tbut it was the wish of a certain party to do 
what they feared. But that very party had 
engaged, in its platform upon which Lincoln 
was elected, that the constitutional provision 
u regard to the right ol slavery in the slave 
States should be recognized; that slavery 
should not be interfered with by Congress. 
Another thing tbat rendered this appre- 
hension unreasonable is this: if they (South- 
ern Congressmen) had retained their seats, 
it would have been physically and nieetally 
Impossible for Lincoln, und his friends iu Con- 
gress, ever to hive passed such a meafure. 
[Applause. J Thus you see tbat, both const! 
lutionally and Laturally, there was an impos- 
sibility that the apprehension which they pre- 
tended to entertain should be reauzed. No such 
_ nger could have approached ihcm. But 
this apprehension was iudustriou«ly circulat- 
ed through the South, and the people were 
stirred up-agali.st the Government to such a 
degree tbat violence against it broke out, and

Here was a 
rebellion raising its fratricidal hand aga ; ntt 
the Government — against ihe must peaceable, 
happv, and prosperous people that the sun 
ever shone upen. In the midst of all our 
blessings, which we e indicative of Heaven's 
high fawor, as though recogi izing the divinity 
of free government, suddenly there ari3<s, 
not a foreign enemy, not au alien jealous 
of our prosperity and greatnes', but our 
o *n brethren arise, with arms iu their hands, 
ready to tear us to pieces, and avowing 
their purpose to overthrow our Govcrn- 
ssent and onr liberties, and set us adr.it 
again upon the wide ocean of txpeiiment. 
Where could we ever Lope to find a better 
Gtvernment? Where could we ever hope to 
find men more competent or true to the peopie 
than those wbo made this Government ol ours?

I looked upon it as a national contest, aud de 
sired to see all party feeling abandoned. It 
was s war of defeuse on your part. God 
had given you sn inheritance greater than 
sny vouchsafed to sny other nation;

without s struggle, saying to the rebels, 
"take It and do as you please with It, 
Tbat would have been ignomlnio

divide our people, I offered a resolu- 
tion, for the purpose of clearly defining 
the object of the war, to the end that 
neither Whigs, Abolitionists nor Democrats 
should deviate from it for party purposes.

Thus tbe course of the 
war seemed to be marked out. It should not 
be prosecuted lor the accomplishment of any 
sectional purpose, to subvert the interest of 
any State or the institutions of any of the 
States.

After the war is over, 
the people may, in their wisdom, correct the 
errors and repair the mischief, and prevent 
further ercroachmenU on the Constitution 
and their rights. This Is my opiuiou. and I 
am free to express it, as I feel free to express 
every other sentiment or conviction of my 
mind. 

I am, therefore, for the prosecution of the 
war until it shall have accomplished its end. 
To tbe dissolution of this Union, I never will 
subscribe. I am au old man, and conld set ill : 
out the few remaining days of my lite with- 
out being compelled to sanction a proposition 
for the dismemberment of tbe Union; but, 
notwithstanding, from principle, for tbe per- 
petuation of free government, I would prose- 
cute this war as long as there is s rebel in 
arms, threatening that Government, and 
threatening Kentucky especially. The rebel 
Government claims Kentucky as its own, be- 
cause some of her ret reint sons have gone off 
Into its service. Yes, the rebels say, we will 
have Kentucky anyhow- it isn't worth while 
for her to struggle. You have, therefore, 
something more ihan a general interest in 
this war; yuu have a particular one. The 
South wants you; you have a rich country, 
aud are prosperous; you can pay taxes; you 
are a soldierly, fighting people, and If they 
can conquer you, you may be made to serve 
them well. What Kentucklan will not say, 
tbe war shall be prosecuted to tbe last ex- 
tremity by these who were born in "the land 
ol fair women and brave men?" [Great 
(Jucerb J 1 tell you, the rebellion never shall, 
never can subjugate you, if you are deter- 
mined they shall not. [Applause j 

Now, it is proposed by 6ome, in their 
anger against the Government, lor violating 
its pledge in that resolution to which I have 
relerred, to resent It — by what? By refusing 
to light the rebellion— by refusing to give 
money or men for the prosecution of the 
war. Will that better the matter? Will that 
course save you, 
try and Government? If you o 
ance, you surrender to it, and lose 
mauhood. But if you fight it out, we can 
easily repair all the damage which the people, 
in their judgment, may think has been commit- 
ted on i tie Constitution and laws. I hope to live 
to see this done. I hope to see it done in a man- 
nor worthy of a great nation— not by a mob, 
or with auy violeuce. I want to see it doce 
in accordance with those forms of law thai 
will give it digaliy hereafter. A wise man 
must regulate and reconcile his duties, and 
discharge them all in the best order he can. 
Admit that it is our duty to see that these 
encroachments upou our liberties are cor- 
rected, ihat no bad precedents msy be left 
for justifying future encroachments. That is 
one duty. But here is the rebellion, with 
the sword uplifted; is it not our duty to save 
our country first, and then turn around and 
save the Consiiiuliot? [Great applau.-e J 
The measures to which I have alluded are 
obuoxtous, but the rebellion is more so. 
[Still greater applause.] 

My countrymen, the great irsue, and the 
greatest issue that the events of this world 
ever brought about, Is the preservation of 
the country entire. You have the greatest 
country, and the greatest government the 
world ever saw in a country springing up in 
a manner that astouishes and awes the civil 
bjsjl world; and to put down this rebellion 
is necessary to its preservation. Shall we 
do il? Shall we, the sons of revolutionary- 
sires, shrink from a war, even with our own 
brethren, when it is necessary iu order to 
maintain our rights, our liberties, and our 
country? 1 want to make no opposition to 
these measures, obnoxious as they are, in- 
consistent wilh my hostility and determina- 
tion to overthrow the rebellion. Tbat comes 
first, and must receive immediate attention. 
I am not a man that has ever indulged iu 
c!amo:s and seditious policy; I am cet a 
man to give way to virulent, personal feel- 
ings; I have never forgotten proper decorum 
toward those in authority. The President I 
believe to be a most well meaniug and 
excellant man; and it Is not by denounc- 
ing bis views, it is not by the language of 
passion and reproach that errors iu publie 
affairs can be righted, and the Government 
conducted successfully. Neither on this nor 
any other occasion has it been my habit to 
make an outcry and clamor; but, when usurp- 
ations of power are made dangerous, and 
when encroachment upon my liberty and the 
liberty of my constituents, and upon the 
Constitution, intended to guard the liberties 
of us all, are made, I would have every man 
have spirit enough to declare his opinions 
aud ofivr his protests. Without this freedom 
of speech there can be no lasting liberty ; 
tbe Republic cannot exist. If every man 
should close his lips, and not venture even 
a word egainet violated rights, who could 
maintain a free Government? Nobody. A 
people wbo cannot discuss the public meas- 
ures of tbe nation, and apply tbe neceseary 
rebuke to secure correction ol wrongs, can 
not be a free people, and do not desetve to 
be. But It is not necessary that It be done 
with passion. You are a portion of the peo- 
ple of the Uuited States; act In a manner be 
coming your high charac*£r. Sedition does 
not become il; clamor does not become it 
Action, at the proper time, and in the proper 
maaner, according to legal and constitutional 
provision, is what we want, and what the 
world has a right to expec 

The question now before us is simply this: 
Are you for the country and the Government? 
1 am. As for the little | arty scheming about 
emancipation and negro equality, I am opposed 
to p. But still I am for the war, since the 
war is clearly necessary to save tbe country 
and the Constitution, la which and under 
wh'.ch alone these errors can be corrected. 
This war was unexpected; It was a new sub 
ject for the thoughts of our people. Who 
could see his way clear through this night of 
storm? The wisest man could only feel, and 
cautiously plan, and advance step by step. He 
had a Union to save, and it beeame him to 
move outiously; and he who, under such cir 
cuinatances, would give way to his own per- 
sonal presumption and folly, and endeavor to 
make use of the great catastrophe to accom 
plish little par y or sectional purposes, comes 
lar short of his duty. I have endeavored to 
avoid this weakness; how far I have succeed- 
ed you, my friends, must be the Judges. 

I have no anxiety about returning to Con 
grees. I would not sacrifice a hair's breadth 
of any of the opinions I have given you for a 
do^.-n seats in Congress. I am too much of a 
Kcntuckian, and have seen too much of Con- 
gress for that. In pursuance of these princi- 
ples. I voted against tbe bill for enrolling the 
militia. When it was called up on its passage, 
I asked, is It the intention of this bill to re- 
quire that the slaves of my constituents shall 
be enrolled In the militia, and tbat free ne- 
groes shall thus be enrolled alse? That 
»c ined to be the intention of the bill; and an 
amendment was offered tbat under tbe pro- 
visions of this tow free negroes and slaves 
should not be enrolled. The amendment 
failed, and I voted against the bilL [Applause.] 
I wanted the whole power of the country em- 
ployed to put down the rebellion. What is 
the whole power of this country' Whose 
country is it? Whose Government Is it?. Is 
it not the w 



the white man who boasts of hie liberty and 
of his free Government, and is he to shrink 
from defending it, and call in his slaves to as- 
sist him? Shall tbe liberties of this great 
country be dependent on slavery for their 
preservation? I turn with scorn from the idea. 
[Cheers.] 

I am not without symp tby for the e peo- 
ple. I believe' there is more affectien for tbe 
black man in Kentucky tban lu the whole of 
New England; not that I believe the people of 
New England are hypocrites about slavery. 
They are more fanatical than you are, but vou 
have more real kindness toward the blacks. 
You will shake bands with the old negro 
more cordially, and give him greater comfort 
than those people who have never been 
accustomed to his ways. This it> tbe result of 
the force of habit and of ossociat ; on, but the 
advantage is real. But what white man is 
there who is willing to make himself 
an equal with tbe negro— to stand side 
by side with him in the daily walks of 
life— to sleep with him— to shed his blood 
with him as an equal in the battle for our 
conutry? No, sir; I believe the white man 
is a superior race, and I will not be the man 
to let our race down, or, what is the same 
thing, raise up an interior race to an equal- 
ity with him. Never ! I will endeavor to 
make my countrymen believe to tbe last — 
for it Is a glorious delusion, if it i uot a fact— 
that this race of ours i: the irreatest and 
noblest people on earth. The belief, at least, 
will go lar to make them such. 1 don't want 
any negro armies to help save our country. 
What brave old Kentucky father could hail 
with triumph the return of his son from the 
wsr, if that son should say— "Oh, but, t ether, 
I had a negro to go before me, und when a 
shot came he had to take it." Such igno 
mintous patriotism no noble hearted faiaer, 
could take pride in. I would rather see our 
young men brought home corpse?, than see 
them saved by such unsoldicrlik e mcaus. It 
would leave no wreath en the patriot brow. 
Wh it more glorious conduct than to light for 
one's country when necessity demands il! 
And if we wbo claim it as our own are not 
sufficient for the contest, or basely throw it 
upon our slaves, do we not show ourselves ua 
worthy to possess the grea t Loon? What a 
disgrace would it be to have history record 
that we and our children enjoy the liberty 
saved from destruction by the bauds of our 
slaves? A few more of our sons might die im 
the battlefield, but more of them would live in 
Imperishable glory hereafter. 

Again, when one of the military appropria- 
tion bil:s came up, a proposition was made 
tbat none of the inouey appropriated by the 
act should be applied to raising negro regi- 
ments, or to pay for the emancipation of 
slaves. They would not allow a vote upon 
the proposition, and because of this I reiained 
my vote. I didn't want to vote against It, be- 
cause it made appropriations for the war, and 
I didn't wan't to vote for it, because tbe ma- 
jority refused to agree that no part of the 
money ehould be applied to pay for negroes. 

I believe I have thus given tbe general 
principles which guided my conduct durivg 
the last Cengrcss, as your representative. 
When I came home from Washington this 
spring, it was with no expectation or wish to 
returu. I cherished the desire tbat the rem- 
nant of my life m'ght be devoted to quiet, 
and christian reflections and associations. 
But I have permitted myself, agaiust much 
opposition on my part, to be persuaded tbat 
It was ihe wish of the people tbat I, having 
been so long in Congress, and beirg so famil- 
iar with the great questions connected with 
the welfare of tbe nation, should represent 
them yet another term, In consideration of 
tbe time of great trisl which is upon us. 

In conclusion, let me say that it is to our 
interest to bring this war to a conclusion as 
soon as possible. My chief objection to the 
obnoxious measures of the Administration, is 
that they exasperate the enemy, and tend to 
prolong the war; not that the reb li do 
not deserve the penalties they iuipose, for 
they have made themselves richiy deserving 
of tbem all; but it was to our interest to br.ng 
the war to a speedy and satisfactory 
conclusion. But let us fight through it as 
best we cXfi. The enemy challenges us; he 
Is in our way; he stands before us, defying 
us wilh all tbe boldness of the Philistines of 
old, and especially defying you Keutuckiaus, 
aud proclaiming his determination to make 
you his spoil. Will you hesitate what courts 
to pursue? I dou'i make war up^u the South 
because 1 hate the South. It is not from any 
personal feeling against the South, but il Is 
because I condemn their conduct and hate the 

Frinciplcs they are endiavoring to carry cut. 
don't love the South the less, but I love ay 
cauntry more. My hostility is the result of 
principle, which is the same, morning, noon 
and even ng — in the morning of the year, and 
at tho noou and evening of every year. The 
mere politician says he is angry with the 
South; but there is nothing reliable in anger, 
it is passion, and may change any hour or day, 
and be against you when you think it will be 
for you. 

The natiou will get through its difficultie 
We have the power and will to do it, and we 
shall accomplish it. That great Pi vldeni 
that has made ns tbe standard-bearer of' tree 
dom wiil not permit our Government to go 
down and leave the world In gloom. 1 have 
faith; "there is a Divluity above ihat bhapes 
all our euds," aud He will shape th.- destiny of 
our nation. Its ctreer bos only jMtbsUB. 
and Providence does not permit u h:il -iiu:shed 
work of such momentous proporii ois to tail 
acd be abandoced; and I truet in Uod that we 
the people, do not intend li> Our he arts n.u»l 
be filled with the noble determination ;o main- 
tain the integrity of our Government, whilj we 
grow greater and greiler, mightier and u.ith 
U.-r, richer in civilizition, grander iu prosper- 
ity, until our glory shall cover the whole land. 

but you inu»t prepare to fight the rebellion 
through to the last, no matter wheiber Eng- 
land or Frauce, or any other power make 
common cause with them or not. We must 
fight them all, if need be; and we can whip 
them ail, in the defense of right. 1 don't 
want to extend the boundaries ot this war; 
God knows 1 do not! I have tsSSd to make 
peace, as long as peace was consistent with 
nalioual safety. Now, I believe, war 
alone can save us, and war it must be. Eag- 
land is uot our frieud in this contest. 1 care 
not how softly she may condole with us on 
the calamities of war. Let me tell you this 
solemn truth: both England aud France 
want your country divided; both ot them are 
witnesses to you how important it is to you 
that It shall not be divided. They want it 
davided in order to weaken you, that by 
weakening they may conquer you. fbey 
waul to Europeanizc ail America. France is 
trying to do Is uoiv iu a portion of tbe conti- 
nent. But they are a little afraid. There are 
a million of treeme.u iu arms, aud a milliou 
more ready to spring to the dafcBM ol the 
nation against a loreign foe. [A Voice, wilh 
a well known brogue — "and all Ireland is 
ready too ! ' Great and coutinued applause.] 
Tbat to true. Let England and Frauce Dasktt 
a hostile movement, and tbe hearts of our 
people will be roused. It will no louger be a 
couiest between brethern. The sight of a 
foreiga foe will kindle a fire of paukxlsm that 
will rouse the nauoo to a juu sense of its 
danger; and we will beat off the combined 
forces as easily as we now hold she rebels in 
check. 

And wheu our erring brethren sha'l come 
back, when this war is over, we will endeav- 
or, as a matter of policy, and for hum inity's 
sake, to treat it as a lamily feud. We will 
make reconciliation as far us po.sibls. We 
will endeavor to lorgive and lorget, on all 
sides, the wounds aud disasters ihat, have 
fallen upon us. Aid this nation will take a 
new suit. We shall be a wiser peopl ■. We 
shall know what it is to rebel. We will 
know that it to no holiday irolie; no mere 
beating of drums and tiring ot blank cart- 
ridges. Our Southern breinreu seemed io 
think mat there was no more harm in rebell- 
ion tbau iu going t j cuurea. It was merely 
a turning to ihe right or to the leit. But tney 
have louud out their mistake. They now 
know what it is to have civil war, and we will 
have no more rebellious after this oue is dis- 
posed of. We shall go on In onr graod match, 
prospering and to prosper. I look forward to 
peace, to a successful terutfoa'.icu of this war, 
which will secure a reliable peace, sad as is 
now the prospect. Whether Hooker has re- 
created the Rappahannock or not— whether 
Richmond to taken or not— whether in defeat 
or victor) — my determination to to suud by 
and maintain the Government, and do all 1 can 
io promote a vigorous prosecution of the war. 
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Tn» Cost of as English Wab.— The Lon- 
don Times, in au article discussing the proba- 
bilities of a war between England and Amer- 
ica, censures our people for their se-usilive- 
nest, and asks; "Will nobody tell the Ameri- 
cans that the beginning of a war with -Great 
Britain would certainly be the independence 
of the Sou'h, and its end, in all probabili y.'v 
collapse of their Government, and the dissolu- 
tion of thcil Confederacy?" All of which is 
very curt asd very neighborly But will no 
one tell the people of Great Britain that the 
beginning of a war with America would cer- 
tainly be the independence of Ireland, insur- 
rections throughout the kirgdom, and the de- 
struction of her commerce, and its end, iu all 
probability, the overthrow of the aristocracy, 
the couquest of Canada, the estrangement of 
Australia, lbs loss of all her colonies In Amer- 
ica, and the decay ot the prestige and great- 
ness that have made England powerful and il- 
lustrious? We do not desire a war with Eng- 
land. Our icflaenee, such as It is, v» ill bo 
thrown against it; bat when tbe question be- 
couies a catalogue ol selfish con ide-rs tioo-. we 
can equal tbe Times, and outnumber It. Eng- 
land has as mush to lose as America, and on 
ihat point wo axe eveu—^uUs, Press, 11th,

The campaign, of General Hooker is over, 
and the operations of tbe Army of the Rap- 
pahannock, upon the results of which many 
had looked wilh hope, and all wilh anxiety, 
have ended in complete failures. Commencing 
with the most flattering promises of cheering 
and decisive victory, it has terminated in de- 
feat — in disaster. 

Tbe c< n fused and fragmentary accounts 
already published can give no adequate reali- 
zation of events which the past nine days 
have developed; and a resume, la connected 
order, of tbe various movements, maneuvers 
and conflicts can alone convey a correct idea 
of how far we were successful, how far we 
were defeated, and the causes of the preseut 
result, as far as they can be discerned. 

The difficulties of the position in which the 
army was placed are too well known to need 
much explanation. A wide river and f rt\ 
miles cf eanhwoiks were in front of the ene- 
my lor their defense. To carry this position 
by a front stuck, in face of such obstacles, 
was simply impossible, and to throw the entire 
army across the river above or below these 
works would necessitate an abandonment of 
the present base of supplies at Acquia Land- 
ing, for with our supplies and communications 
thus exposed the enemy could not possibly 
fail to take advantage ot it. How, then, could 
the difficulties of the position be successfully 
met and the enemy be driven from their in- 
trenched position? The foUowiog seems to 
have been the plan which waa adopted, and 
which was in a great degree successful: 

THE PLAN. 

A portion of the army, about half of it, was 
to cross the river near Fredericksburg and 
pretend to renew tbe attempt in which Bum- 
side had been previously unsuccessful, and ac- 
complish two objects— first, to bold tbe ene- 
my's force at that point; and second, to pro- 
tect our cemmunications and supplies while 
the other halt of tbe army should make a 
crossicg above the fortifications, and, sweep- 
ing down with tbe great* st rapidity to tbe 
rear of Fredericksburg, take a strong position 
and hold it until they could be re enforced by 
the portion of ihe army engaged In making the 
feint, which was to withdraw from its posiiioo, 
lake ihe bridges to tbe point of the river which 
had been uncovered by ibe flank movement, 
and the whole army was thus to be concen- 
trated in the rear of Fredericksburg. The fol- 
lowing outline of each day's operations will 
show to what extent this bold and hazardous 
plan has proved successful, and in what de- 
gree and for what reason it has resulted so un- 
fortunately. 

MOXDAT ASD TUESDAY, APRIL 36 AXTJ 27. 

On Monday, the 26th, was commenced the 
execution of this plan. Three corps, ihe Fifth, 
Eleventh and Twelfth, were ordered to march 
with eight days' rations to Kelly's Ford, near 
the Orange and Alexandria Railroad. Gen. 
Sic cum, of the Twelfth corps, waa placed in 
command, and on Tuesday Light tbe force in- 
trusted with the important part of executing 
tbe flank movement bad reached the point at 
which they were ordered to cross the Rappa- 
hannock. Tuesday night, also, three otner 
corps, tbe First, Third and Six th, were sent 
to Franklin's crossing, three miles below 
Fredericksburg, to be ready to undertake the 
crossing simultaneously with the other corps 
at Kelly's Ford on Wednesday morning. 

WBD2TBSDAT. 

The enemy were evidently not prepared to 
resist tbe crossirg at either point, and the af- 
fair was so well managed that both divisions 
of the army had established themselves on tbe 
west bank of the river and covered their 
bridgee without any serious opposition by the 
enemy. 

Gen. Sedgwick, v.- ho commauded the three 
corps of the left wing, made no forward 
demonstration, except enough to attract tbe 
enemy and prevent them from turning upon 
the detachment which was forcing its way to- 
ward the rear of tbe enemy's works in com- 
mand of Gen. Stoneman. Gen. Hooker bud 
personally superintended the passage of the 
trcops at Kelly's Ford, and returned while 
they pushed on toward tbe Rapldan at Ger- 
mania Mills, where they crossed successfully 
aud made eome progress beyondJ>cfore Wed 
nesday night. 

THUBSDAY. 

Sedgwick still threatened the enemy, and 
held ihem near Fredericksburg while Slocum 
pressed on from the Kapidan and took hi* 
position across ihe plank-road (ihe enemy's 
line of retreat toward Gordonsville) at Qw 
cellorsville. Couch's (Second Corps), which 
bad remained at Bank's Ford, now moved up 
to tbe United States Ford, and crossed to join 
General Slocum. General Hooker also re- 
joined, and tcok command of the four corps 
ibus concentrated in the rear of Fredericks- 
burg and across the line of tbe enemy's re- 
treat. It was now time for this detaebment 
to take the defense snd bold their position 
uutil the other corps should join them, and, 
the army thus united, be enabled to meet all 
the forces which the enemy might bring 
against tbem. Thursday night there was 
sharp woik on both sides to out maneuver the 
other. Tne enemy had now learned with 
sufficient certainty that a large force was in 
their rear in the direction of Cbaucellorsville, 
and that Stoncman's cavalry was greatly en- 
dangering their railroad communication, aud 
they were moving accordingly away from 
Sedgwick toward the rear of Hooker, between 
Chancellorsville and the Rapidan, by the 
roads at the south of the plank road, which 
was in out possession. While leaving Sedg- 
wick's front the enemy made unusual demon 
stratiocs of camp fires, as if concentrating 
there, and similar devices were resorted to on 
our own side. But neither deceived the 
other, for both were moving away, aud on our 
side a portion of Ibe bridges were taken up 
immeuiaiely, and the Third corps moved all 
night toward tbe United States Ford to join 
wilh Gen. Hooker at Chancellorsville. 

FllIOAT. 

While the First and Third corps were mov- 
ing troni the left wing to join General Hocker 
at Chancellorsville, und while Jackson was 
taking a circuitous route to reach the rear of 
Gentral Hooker's line between Cbancellorf- 
villeand the Rapidan.two diVislona— Syke's 
ol tbe Fifth corps, sod WilUams of the 
Twelfth — pushed on nearer to the rear of Fred- 
ericksburg, skirmishing and fighting wilh 
the enemv, who showed slight resistance 
in tbat direction. The enemy were thus driven 
belore them for lour mib s, when General 
Hooker, for some reason, ordered them to laM 
back and regain his lines at Chancellorsville. 
By night his army was all concentrated except 
the Sixth corps, and ready for a forward move- 
ment to the rear of Fredericksburg hights. 
The main body of the euemy had now moved 
away from their works at Fredericksburg, and 
were preparing to attack our army on the 
right in a direction from which, if beaten, 
they could successfully retreat, and from which 
it was hardly expected they would meet us. 

BATL'UUAY. 

General Hooker occupied tho day laawaltlog 
the attack of the enemy, which was evidently 
expected In front. The movement of the ene- 
my seemed to indicate thit they were retreat- 
ing, and as the main line of their retreat was 
occupied by our forces, an attack to recover 
that line was confidently expected. Whst 
was the surprise, then, to find Stonewall 
Jackson, ou Saturday afternoon, upon our ix- 
tre.me right and rear, between Chancellors- 
ville and Germauia Mill V A most furious acd 
desperate attacK was made, snd the right ot 
our Hues, which was held by the Eleventh 
corps, was almost iLSlantiy broken, and the 
panic-stricken men, lu utur confusion, with 
and without muskets, hats and coats, rushed 
headlong from under Are down the only road 
which led to the bridges, and ao power on 
earth could have stopped or prevenled the 
c mplete and disgraceful route of the soldiers 
who have hitherto shown better qualities un- 
der their farmer commmder. lieucral How- 
ard could have no control over the cowardly 
fugitives, who stopped not to look tsck until 
they had reached the Rappahannock. So 
disgraceful a panic has not been seen in this 
army. 

The Third corps, under Gen. Sukles, was 
Interposed In ihe breach thus made, and the 
excellent coolness of this officer, with the 
better qualities which bis corps exhibited, 
saved the further progress of tbe panic and 
the rout, and the evil was temporarily stayed. 
But the poison was infused; the other corps 
had witnessed the utter coul'uaioo and panic

Tbe a*sftnlt of (.en. Sedgwick 
heights of Fredericksburg was i 
Sunday morning. A more determined and 
desperate attack nas not been made. No men 
ever attacked the fortific uions of an enemv 
with more enthusiasm or vigor. The bank 
was steep, the Are of shot and shell was ter- 
titic, and ibe slaughter of Gen. Sumner's corns 
four months ago gave little promise of success. 
To almost certain death the mea charged up 
and carried the works, drove tbe artiller- 
ists from their guns, captured twelve piece* 
of the best and heaviest artillery, and many 
prisoners of war in their trenches. With the 
heaviest losses.Sedgewick followed up his suc- 
cess with the boldest energy, and pursued the 
enemy towards Chaocellorsvtlle, with the par- 
pose of uniting with Gen. Hooker at that 
place. 

But this brilliant success came too tote, for 
the enemy held the plank road which the rout 
ol the Eleventh corps had yielded to them on 
the previous n gbt; and the enemy was enabled 
to throw anv sufficient force against him to 
prevent bis Junction with Hooker. This was 
speedily done, and soon Sedgwick's line corps, 
the largest and perhaps the beat of the army, 
was cut off from communication either with 
Hooker or with Fredericksburg, and, thus 
isolated, was compelled to fall back upon the 
river at Bank's Ford, where bridges had been 
thrown over, by which, if severely pressed, he 
could make safe his retreat across the Rap- 
pahannock again. Thus followed misfortune 
on misf ortune, not for lack of skill or bravery, 
but for the conduct of the miscreants who had 
fled from their position on the previous night 
almost upon the first attack of the enemy. 

But another repulse was sustained on Sun- 
day morning by ihe army near Chancellora- 
vill*. The enemy renewed the attack and 
again drove back our lines for half a mile. 
From tLe large brick house which gives the 
name to this vicinity the lines of the enemy 
could be seen sweeping slowly, bat confident- 
ly, determinedly and surely, through the clear- 
ings which extended in fren'. Nothing coulel 
excite more admiration for the best qualitiea 
ot the veteran soldier ih»n the manner in 
which the enemy swept cut, as they moxed 
steadily on the forces #hich were opposed to 
tbem. We say it reluctantly, and for the first 
time, that tbe enemy have showed the finest 
qualities, and we acknowledge on this occasion 
their superiority in the open field to our own 
men. 

They delivered their Are with precision, and 
were apparently inflexible and Immovable 
under the storm of ballets and shell which 
they were constantly receiving. Coming to a 
piece of timber, which was occupied by a di- 
vision of our own men, halt the number were 
detailed to clear the woods, it seemed cer- 
tain that here they would be repulsed, but 
they marched right through tbe wood, driving 
our own soldiers out, who delivered their fire 
acd fell back, baited again, tired and fell back 
as before, seeming to concede to the enemy, 
as a matter of coarse, tbe superiority 
which they evidently felt themselves. Oar own 
men fougnt well. There was so lick of cour- 
age; but an evident feeling, apparently the 
result of having been so often whipped, or of 
having witnessed the rout on the bigot previ- 
ous, that they were destined to be beaten, and 
the only thing for them to do was to lire and 
retreat. The enemy felt confident that they 
were to be victorious, and our cwn men had, 
from some occasion, imbibed the same impres- 
sion. Our men showed lack of earnestness 
and enthusiasm, but no want of courage. All 
that they needed was tbe inspiration of a series 
of victories to look back upon, and an earnest- 
ness and confidence in tbe success of the cau s e 
for w ^ ch lh ^y w «£ e lighting. Thusended the 

our disasters. 

MONDAY. 

Another day of misfortune, and the day was 
hardly ushered in before the enemy in force 
came down upon the detachments which tad 
been thought sufficient to hold tbe works up- 
on the heights of Fredericksburg. First a 
brigsde, then a division, then a larger force 
came in upon tbem, and a ft er etrongly contest- 
leg the position they were compelled to yield 
and fall back under the protection of the town. 
The enemy formed their line of battle on tbe 
outskirts, and within the town the two bri- 
gades of General Gibbon held tbem in check 
as long as could be. Many wounded men 
herein the hospitals, -nd the position was 
maintained as long as possible. At length 
the ground was given up. the troops were 
withdrawn, the bridges taken up, and Fred- 
ericksburg was given back to the enemy. 

They were now at liberty to turn their atten- 
tion to Sedgwick, and the y lest no time in 
concentrating their forces against him. They 
were too strong for him. 

After a most obstinate fight, iu which the 
enemy were almost successful in destroying 
his bridges, aud the possibility of his escape, 
he made good his retreat clso to the east bank 
of the Rappahannock. His losses were ap- 
palling. He suffered terribly, and in their re- 
treat there was much confusion and disorder 
among the trcops. A few at the first onset 
laid down thr Ir arms and yielded themselves 
up prisoners without firing a musket, but gen- 
erally tbe men of ibis corps displayed the 
greatest gallantry in flghtitg, and only yielded 
when overpowered by superior numbers. 

TUESDAY. 

By this time the aspect of atlairs had become 
exceedingly dark. The troops we~« much dis- 
pirited, and although they had held their 
position on Monday, tbe prospect of meeting 
the combined forces of the enemy with large 
re-enforcements, which they were known to 
have received, was exceedingly unprom- 
ising. A severe storm sppeared also on 
Tuesday afternoon, swelling the Rappahan- 
nock to a torrent and threatening to carry 
away the bridge. Tuesday night the army of 
the Rappahannock was withdrawn and our 
entire force brought again to this side of tbe 
river, with the exception of many dtad and 
wonnded, who were left behind to the tender

But a little ground was lost In this event, 
yet all bad an Ill-boding sense of fear that our 
men would not prove reliable snd that our 
successes thus tor were but to prove fruitless 
in the end.

This was the 
turning point, from which onr sacc.eding 
luialonuues can be most distinctly traced. 
Saturday closed the operations of the first 
week, with doubtful prospects of the final

Thus ended the nine days' campaign on the 
Rappahannock What was, it would seem, 
tbe most difficult part of the task was accom- 
plished most successfully.

—The rebel General Van Dora, who several 
clays since was killed by a Dr. Peters, near 
Columbia, Tennessee, was a great favorite 
with Jefferson Davis on account of a personal 
lriendsbip of long standing. He was a native 
of Mississippi, and graduated at West Point 
in 1842. While in the Federal service his 
career as a military man was meritorious 
enough. He received two brevets for gallantry 
in the Mexican war, and particularly for his 
conduct at Ctrro Gordo and the battles of 
Contreras and Churnbusco. He was wounded 
when entering the city of Mexico. When 
the present war broke out he was Major in 
the crack Second cavalry, of which Albert 
8idney Johnston was Colonel and Robert 
E. Lee Lieutenant Colonel. Our George 
8toneman was Captain In the same regiment, 
and Fitzhugh Lee was a Second Lieutenant. 
R( signing with other southern officers at the 
time of the secession, he was appointed to a 
command in the rebel army and stationed In 
Texas, where he was when Twiggs deserted 
his country and treacherously surrendered the 
United States troops to the enemy previous 
to joining the Confederates himself. 

We have 6aid that Van Dorn was a mem- 
ber of the West Point class of 1842. Among 
his mates were Wm. fi. Rosecrans, Gustavus 
W. Smith, Mansfield Lovell, John Pope, 
Seth Williams, Abner Doubled ay, D. H. Hill 
and James Longstreet. Van was a poor 
cholar, and in a class of fifty-six stood fifty- 
second in the order of merit, though he 
always bore a good reputation for 

-The process of depleting Missouri of the 
rebel population is still gaing on, and large 
numbers of Secessionists are daily being sent 
south of the lines, according to a late order of 
Gen. Curtis.

They did not seem to like the Idea 
of eating on the porch, and did not even 
make any pretense towards eating, but 
seemed bent on entering the house 
They began to question Mr. H., denouncing 
him as a rebel, and wished to know 
if be had any rebels in the house, or any sons 
in the rebel army — he giving all their questions 
a negative reply. One of the men drew a re 
volver, and pointing it at his head rushed to 
wards him; but Mr. H. jumped inside the 
door and cried to his wife to bring him his 
gun. She did it, but the cowardly scoundrels 
ran; and had not Mrs. H. prevented her hus 
band from firing he would have doubtless 
killed one or all of them before they could 
get away. There is a lot of thieves who arc

On the 14th a battle occurred at Altxico 
between a part of Comonfort's forces and the 
French. Both parties claim success, but the 
chiel design of Comonfort to dislodge the 
French waa not attained.

The French account disagrees with this, and 
reports the capture of the Church of Carmen 
on the 19.h. 

A general review of the situation shows lit- 
gta change since 1st of April. 

Numerous bands of guerrillas infested the 
road from Vera Crvz to Orizaba. 

The several expeditions which were sent 
out to annihilate the jjuerrillas h*ve been uu 
sful. 

French in Vera Cruz entertained fears 
that a million dollars, with a large amount of 
ammunition, about to leave for Puebla, would 
not arrive safely. 

Comonfort had been re-onforced by 7,000 
men from the Ci'y of Mexico, and Mexican 
reports express the hope that by overwhelm- 
ing numbers tbey will he able to aunihilate 
the French invadew. 

A private letter, received in Havana, states 
that since the lirst occupation of Fori San 
Javier, ihe French army have not obtained 
any advantage. Several attacks have been 
made upon various poiois, but always with ill 
success, acd sometimes with defeat. On the 
ly.li they opened a cannonade upon Carmen 
fort, which lasted 40 hours, when a breach 
was made. Several columns then proceeded 
to make an assault, but tbey were driven back 
by bayooeu, leaving the streets tilled with 
ttieir killed and wounded. Their losses have
